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RECENT AMERICAN EDUCATIONAL LITERATURE. 


In response to the announcement of our intention 
to issue an educational number, the school-book 
publishers of the country have not only forwarded 
advertisements of their publications, but they have 
placed upon our table copies of their newest and 
best works. We refer our readers to our copious 
advertising pages for an exhibition of the present 
state of American school literature, which may 
justly be viewed with feelings of pride and gratifi- 
cation, while we turn to our well-laden book-table 
for the purpose of examining the freshest contribu- 
tions that have been made to that already extended 
body of institutional treatises. The survey of this 
collected material gives us a higher opinion than 
we have ever before entertained of the ability of 
our authors in this department, and of the taste and 
enterprise of our publishers. We are persuaded 
that neither in England, France, nor Germany could 
there be accumulated such a rich store of new 
school text-books so well prepared by the authors 
and so well manufactured by the publishers. We 
must, however, for want of space ‘dismiss for the 
present an expression of the general reflections that 
occur to us, and endeavor in some way to refer to 
the particular works themselves. Where there is 
so much merit in all, we cannot be expected nicely 
to discriminate between individuals. Indeed that 
could only be thoroughly done by one who had 
used the text-books in the business of actual in- 
struction. We can only say, introductorily, that 
the works now to be referred to include all the latest 
and best additions to the school-book stock of this 
country; that in accordance with our rule and the 
circular sent out in reference to this number, we 
speak only of such books as have actually been 
placed before us; and that we have not omitted in 
this article to notice in some way every work of 
this class sent to us and received before going to 
press. 

The study of our own language must, of course, 
occupy the foreground in the school curriculum, and 
the selection of « proper manual of English Grammar 
is one of the first as it is one of the most responsible 
duties the teacher has to perform. One of the 
works on our table recalls to our mind the cireum- 
stance that about a couple of years since, desiring 
to procure a grammar for private use, and knowing 
that since we, in our juvenile days, had conned the 
now quite forgotten Comly, there had been great 
improvements in the text-books, we explored the 
copious stock of a bookseller in order to make a 
selection. We were embarrassed by the un-Hobson- 
like nature of the choice which the multitude of 
volumes offered us, and at last, as the one which 
seemed to us the freshest and most copious and as 
best suited, at least to the advanced student and 
adalt writer or speaker, we selected the “Compre- 
hensive Grammar of the English Language for the 
use of Schools,” by Simon Kerl. Who Mr. Kerl 
might be we knew not, and we know notnow. Cer- 
tainly the name was not very attractive, but the 
book was, and we have kept our copy close at hand 
ever since. It is published by Ivison, Phinney, 
Blakeman & Co., New York, pp. 374. It has many 
peculiarities as to which different opinions may be 
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entertained, but we are glad to find that the judg. 
|ment we formed of it when it thus accidentally fell 
into our hands has been confirmed by the cirenla- 
tion and approval which it has since received. We 
have read most of it carefully, and we entertain a 


very high opinion of it. An “Elementary Gram- 
mar” (pp. 64) by Mr. Kerl has, we see, been issued 
by the same publishers as an introduction to the 
larger work, and has already reached the twentieth 
edition. We hope soon to welcome the “ Treatise 
on the English Language” which is announced as in 
preparation. That which all scholars most urgently 
require is a volume of studies in our langnage 
of a higher range than that of a mere grammar, 
and which shall combine with grammatical con- 
struction the products of our latest philology and 
our best philosophy and criticism. We feel, how- 
ever, constrained to say of Mr. Kerl that he has 
| sinned most grievously in not giving us a thorough 
index to the “Comprehensive Grammar.” We 
shall apply for an injunction to restrain the sale of 
his books, or to cancel his copyright, or do some 
other terrible thing to him if he does not straight- 
| way furnish us with a first rate index ; and, in de- 
| fault of doing so after this appeal or threat, which- 
ever it may be, we shall believe that “ Simon Kerl” 
is a mere myth, and not a man who has a fellow 
feeling for students. Quackenbos gives us an in- 
dex, and Kerl, the euphony of whose name is more 
subdued only because it is monogyllabic, should 
not be behind his cacophonous and trisyllabic rival. 
The series of Grammars by T. S. Pinneo, M.D., 

| has, by reason of their merits and the energy of the 
publishers, Sargent, Wilson & Hinkle, Cincinnati, 
been introduced into widely extended use. It con- 
sists of a “ Primary Grammar of the English Lan- 
guage for Beginners,” pp. 160; an “ Analytic Gram- 
mar designed for Schools,” pp. 214; and an “ Eng- 
lish Teacher, in which is taught the Structure of 
Sentences by Analysis and Synthesis, including 
Exercises in English Grammar,” pp. 240. The 
“Analytical Grammar” is said to have reached a two 
hundredth edition. These volumes have had the 
benefit of frequent revisions. They bear the marks 
of great care to adapt them to the practical uses of 
theschool-room. Prominence is given to the analysis 

| of sentences, and a process of analysis is applied to 
| the entire sentence as a preparative to the parsing 
of the individual words. The condensed style, the 
| systematic distribution of the matter, the vigorous- 
ness of method, and the thorough, straightforward, 
steady march of the successive lessons, are qualities 
in this series which cannot fail to strike the mind 
even upon a cursory inspection. As anaccompani- 
ment to these volumes we have from the same 
author “A Guide to English Composition, a series 
of Practical Lessons designed to Simplify the Art 
of Writing Composition,” pp. 162. This latter is, 
if we mistake not, a recent work. It is quite ele- 
mentary in its character, and is likely, where used, 
to impart freshness and interest to an exercise usu- 
ally very repulsive to school children. They are 
led along through the exercises so imperceptibly 
that they will begin to acqnire a command of lan- 
guage in writing almost before they are aware of it. 
There are three grammatical works by Samuel S. 
Greene, published by H. Cowperthwait & Co., Phila- 
delphia, which have been long and favorably known 
to teachers. They are “An Introduction to the 
Study of Grammar,” pp. 192; “A Grammar of the 
English Language adapted to the Use of Schools 
and Academies,” pp. 264; and “ A Treatise on the’ 
Structure of the English Language, or the Analysis 
and Classification of Sentences and their Compo- 
nent Parts, with Illustrations and Exercises adapted 
to the Use of Schools,” pp. 258.:. These are the pro- 
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ductions of a practical educator. The last named | 
work was published in 1547, and it is the basis of 

the others which have appeared subsequently. The | 
theory of the author is to regard a complete sen- | 
tence not as merely an assemblage of words, but as | 
a unit, as the expression of a single thought, and | 
the problem is to determine the number and nature 
of the elements which can enter into the structure 
of asentence as the vehicle of a thought, and also to 
ascertain their various forms and conditions. These 
numbers, forms, and conditions are by a gradual 
analysis reduced to simplicity. He would study 
grammar, or rather language, through the structure 
of sentences, and he has developed the study of 
sentences, as contradistinguished from words, more | 
fully, perhaps, than the other grammarians have 
done. A very compendious and perspicuous man- | 
ual is found in the “ Elementary Grammar, Etymo- 

logy, and Syntax” (pp. 258) of William C. Fowler, | 
late Professor of Rhetoric in Amherst College, and | 
published by Harper & Brothers. _ It is an abridg- | 
ment of a larger work by the author, and contains 

all that is needed in an elementary text-book. 

Among the educational treatises published by D. 
Appleton & Co., New York, will be found a “ First 
Book of English Grammar,” pp. 120, and “ An Eng- 
lish Grammar,”’ pp. 288, both by G. P. Quackenbos. | 
These are works carefuliy written by a gentleman | 
of experience in the preparation of text-books. They | 
are recent, having therefore the advantage of the 
latest improvements in method; and instead of 
being mere reproductions of the old authors, it will | 
be found, upon examination, that the subject is pre- 
sented with several original and distinctive features. 

Among the educational works of John P. Morton 
& Co., Louisville, we have “A Practical Grammar 
of the English Language,” pp. 254, by Noble Butler, 
A.M., and “ Introductory Lessons in English Gram- | 
mar,” pp. 72, by the same author. The latter work 
is an introduction to the former. These issues em- 
brace the careful revisions, corrections, and im- 
provements which the text has received since the | 
first editions were published, we believe in 1846. 
The author asks attention to his mode of treating 
Adjectives, Pronouns, Verbs, Prepositions, and Ad- 
verbs in the Etymology, and to the Syntax. The 
collection of parsing lessons is very full. The rules 
for the Analysis of Sentences have been taken, with 
some changes, from Andrews & Stoddard’s Latin 
Grammar. These works are extensively used, 

In the class of School Readers we have several 
admirable and popular collections. Two of these, 
at least, are published in the West, one of which 
consists of the well-known McGuifey works pub- 
lished by Sargent, Wilson & Hinkle. These are 
known as the Eclectic Readers. They consist of six 
volumes, viz.: “A New First Eclectic Reader for 
Little Children,” pp. 84; “A New Second Eclectic | 
Reader for Young Learners,” pp. 160 ; a ‘‘ New Third | 
Kelectic Reader for Young Learners,” pp. 240; a 
“New Fourth Eclectic Reader: Instructive Les- 
sons for the Young,’’ pp. 216; a “ New Fifth Eclec- 
tic Reader: Selected and Original Exercises for 
Schools,” pp. 336; and a “New Sixth Eclectic 
Reader: Exercises in Rhetorical Reading, with In- 
troductory Rules and Examples,” pp. 448. In 
addition to these ‘there is a supplemental “ New 
High School Reader for Advanced Classes, em- 
bracing about Two Hundred Classic Exercises,” pp. 
480. These Readers have been before the public 
for several years. They have all been carefully 
remodelled, as experience has from time to time 
Suggested, and a careful attention has been given 
to the progression of the different volumes. The 
introductory portions on the elements of reading, 
pronunciation, articulation, etc., bear evidence of 
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extreme care and fidelity in their preparation, and 
we are by no means surprised that the sales have 
been so very great. 

The other series of Readers published in the 
West, to which we have alluded, is Goodrich’s 
series, of which John P. Morton & Co., Louisville, 
Ky., are proprietors. It consists of six volumes, 
a First Reader, pp. 72; a Second, pp. 144; a Third, 
pp. 216; a Fourth, pp. 264; a Fifth, pp. 384; a 
Sixth, pp. 551. These are all edited by Noble But- 
ler, A.M. They are strictly Readers, no attempt 
being made to combine the teaching of physical, 
moral, or other science with instruction in the art 
of good reading. Each member of the series (ex- 
cept the first) has an introductory lesson, with 


| practical exercises, intended to secure accurate and 


correct enunciation. The Sixth Reader is espe- 
cially full in its elocutionary matter, and extremely 
copieaus in its selections, besides containing an ap- 
pendix of about thirty-five compact pages of notes. 

We must, however, among Readers, assign a very 
prowinent place to the “ Union Series of Readers,” 
by C. W. Sanders, A. M. and J. N. McElligott, LL. D., 


| and to “ Sanders’ New Series*of Readers with New 
| Illustrations,” published by Ivison, Phinney, Blake- 


man & Co. This firm is largely and energetically 
devoted to .educational works, and these Readers 
form a conspicuous portion of their stock. They 
have been some time before the public, but their 
circulation is said never to have been larger than 
at the present. The particular numbers of the 
series which have been placed on our table are 
“ Sanders’ Union Fourth Reader, embracing a full 
Exposition of the Principles of Rhetorical Read- 
ing; with numerous Exercises for Practice both in 
Prose and Poetry, various in style, and carefully 


|adapted to the purposes of teaching in schools of 


every grade,” pp. 408; also “ Sanders’ Rhetorical 
or Union Fifth Reader, embracing a full Exposition 
of the Principles of Rhetorical Reading, with nume- 
rous Specimens both in Prose and Poetry, from the 
best writers English and American as exercises for 
practice, and with Notes and Sketches literary and 
biographical, forming together a brief though com- 
prehensive Course of English Literature,” pp. 600, 
The mechanical execution of these volumes is 
admirable, they are durably bound, and the paper 
is of good quality. 

These three leading series of Sanders, Goodrich, 
and McGufley are books worthy of great commen- 
dation. The whole field of English literature has 
been laid under contribution in order to furnish 
their materials, and no pains have been spared to 
teach the art of accurate and correct enunciation 
and pronunciation. Compare them with the old 
English Reader of Murray, and what a contrast! 


| In addition to the attractive contents, the style of 


printing and the tasteful pictorial illustratious give 
them an additional charm. 

In close connection with Readers come works 
upon Rhetoric and Elocution, and the first of these 
that strikes‘our eye is our old friend Blair’s Lec- 
tures, presenting the identical page which we 
thumbed years ago, still retaining its primitive 
simplicity, unmarred by the reforming hand of 
modern improvement. ‘T. Elwood Zell & Co., Phila- 
delphia, are the present publishers. 

Passing, however, to more recent times, we have 
Mr. Robert Kidd’s “ Vocal Culture and Elocution, 
with numerous Exercises in Reading and Speak- 
ing,” pp. 480, published by Sargent, Wilson & 
Hinkle. This is the work of a practical elocution- 
ist. The instructions and exercises in the manage- 
ment of the voice occupy eighty pages, and the 
rest of the volume cousists of exercises in declama- 
tion, subdivided into narrative and descriptive, di- 
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dactic, moral and religious, senatorial, dramatic and 
rhetorical, amusing, and miscellaneous. The same 
publishers have incorporated into their Eclectic 
Educational series a “ New Juvenile Speaker, con- 
taining more than Two Hundred Exercises, original 
and selected, for Reading and Speaking,” pp. 228, 
and a “New Eclectic Speaker, containing about 
Three Hundred Exercises for Reading and Declama- 
tion,” pp. 504. These are both by McGuffey, and 
they partake of the peculiarities and merits of his 
Readers, besides containing special instruction in 
the elementary principles of the voice. 

In this department we should also place the 
Spellers. One of these is “ McGuffey’s Newly Re- 
vised Eclectic Spelling Book, showing the exact 
sound of each Syllable, according to the most 


approved Principles of English Orthoepy,” pp. 144, | 


published by Sargent, Wilson & Hinkle, which, in 
its aim, is more properly a mere Speller than “ The 
Instructive Speller, designed to secure a thorough 
knowledge of the Elementary Sounds and correct 


Habits of Pronunciation and Orthography, contain- | 
ing Dictation Exercises, and a simple but complete | 


Study of Derivative Wérds,” by D. F. DeWolf, A.M., 
pp. 168, published by the same house. This latter 
we regard as a very serviceable book of its class, 
and in many respects quite original in its structure. 
It well deserves examination by those teachers who 


are not yet acquainted withit. In Marcius Willson’s | 


“Primary Speller” (pp. 80), and “ Larger Speller” 


(pp. 168), published by Harper & Brothers, the |

ment. The Exercises in Synonyms contained in 
the larger work are an important feature of it, and 
well calculated early to beget a habit of verbal dis- 
crimination. It has been sought to make use of 
these additional and collateral advantages without 
interfering with the primary purpose of the works 
as strictly spelling-books. 

In Classical Literature we have recent issues from 
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| few Latin grammars of any repute have appeared 
within the last half century, either in this country, 
England, or Germany, from which he has not re- 
ceived valuable suggestions.” A Latin Reader, pre- 
pared with special reference to this work, and in- 

| tended as a companion to it, will be published at 
an early day. ’ 

As an admirable specimen of the combination of 
'the older with the more recent and fashionable 
mode of instruction we turn to the Principia Latina, 
Part I., or “A First Latin Course, comprehending 
Grammar, Delecutus, and Exercise-book, with Vo- 
cabularies,” by William Smith, D. D., revised and 
edited by Professor Drisler, of Columbia College, 
and republished by Harper & Brothers (pp. 187). 
It is the first work of a short series which the 
author has undertaken with the view of facilitating 
the study of Latin, and is the result of many years’ 
practical teaching. The teacher will find it to bea 
practical, compendious, well-digested manual, and 
one of the best representatives of the system upon 
which it is based. 

The well-known “ First Lessons in Latin, or In- 
| troduction to Andrews & Stoddard’s Latin Gram- 
mar,” by E. A. Andrews, LL. D., published by 
| Crocker & Brewster, Boston, has been, within the 
| last two or three months, revised and enlarged. It 
now consists of 265 pp. There have been some 
changes made in the arrangement of the matter, 
| but the principal modification is in the Exercises 
for translation. These have been greatly modified 
and adapted to the successive lessons in the Ety- 
|mology and Syntax. The changes will add, we 
| think, to the thoroughness and efficiency of the 
scholarship of the student. The popularity of the 
| work may be inferred from the fact that it is in its 
fortieth edition.

The 
distribution of its parts seems judicious, and we 
are not surprised that it has been favorably received 
where itis known. It aims to impart more thorough 
grammatical knowledge, along with the successive 
lessons, than Ahn does, and includes many pages of 
English and German selections for reading and 
translation. It would have been better, perhaps, 
if much of the matter had not been set up in such 
small type. 

Very pleasant aids in the reading and study of 
this important language are found in the Vergiss- 
meinnicht, of Putlitz; pp. 46, and the Jmmensee, of 
Storm, pp. 36, both published by S. R. Urbino, of 
Boston, and received from Leypoldt, of Philadel- 
phia.

As a 
ecompanion-book for all students and teachers as 
well as professional men we should refer to the 
“Index Rerum,” by John Todd, D.D. It has been 
before the public for thirty years, and there have 
been thirty-three editions of it. Bridgman & Childs, 
Northampton, Mass., are the publishers. The plan 
is very simple, and it dispenses with the drudgery 
of common-placing, a thing which many attempt, 
but most abandon. He who will use it can thus 
keep the fruits of his reading at ready command. |

such men that we owe the great improvement which 
has been gradually but surely effected in our school 
literature. Teachers and text-books have acted 
and reacted on each other; good teachers have 
insisted on good text-books, and good text-books 
have made even cood teachers better. We must 
not, as educationists, complain of the extent to 
which this process of multiplying school-books and 
text-books has been carried, since it has given us 
so many of a really good description to pick and 
choose from, and since those of an opposite charac- 
ter have only to be left alone to find their way ulti- 
mnately to the shops of grocers and tobacconists. 
There is now, undoubtedly, a somewhat embarras- 
sing variety of text-books “for the use of schools 
and private students ;” but it must not be forgotten 
that there is also great variety of character and 
capacity, both among those who teach and those 
who are taught. Home tuition, carried on by 
mammas, governesses, and private tutors, admits of 
the use of manuals which would be unsuitable for 
the school or college. The various grades of schools 
and seminaries have severally their special tastes 
and demands in school literature. So also have 
private students.—eader (London). 

Opsect TEACHING AND THE CULTURE OF THE PER- 
cEpTIVE Powers.—“ There is no royal road to learn- 
ing ;” but neither is it necessary that the acquisition 
of knowledge should be made hateful to youth. The 
young mind is ready enough to receive information ; 
it craves facts ; but it requires them to be in a nutri- 
tive and digestible shape. All children ask ques- 
tions. Some parents endeavor, with more or less 
success, to satisfy these inquiries ; others turn the 
inquirers over to the school-master, holding it to be 
his duty to attend to the brains, and the parents’ to 
care merely for the bodies of their children. Yet 
others discourage the questioners. The school- 
master, unless he be a man of genius, is apt to fur- 
nish words and phrases, where the child wants facts 
and ideas: therefore, schools are so often hateful 
and unprofitable to the most intelligent of the chil- 
dren, and men are found to declare that in their 
boyhood they learned more out of than in school 
hours. 

Within a few years an important improvement 
has obtained in this country in the theory of edu- 
eation. Intelligent and thoughtful teachers ob- 
served the pleasure which all children take in the 
observation of natural objects ; they noticed that, 
while spelling and reading are a weariness, the 
young learners never tire of studying the varied 
and interesting objects of nature which surround 
them. “Suppose we should attempt to answer these 
many questions of the children?” they said. “ Sup- 
pose that, instead of teaching them to read in dry 
books, conveying no useful or interesting infor- 
mation, we should provide them lessons which 
should gratify their desire to comprehend the na- 
ture and fix in their minds the shape and use of the 
various natural objects which so excite their curi- 
osity ?” . 

Out of this suggestion has arisen quite a school 
literature—a series of works of remarkable merit, 
intended to help parents and teachers to answer, 
instead of repressing, the inquiries of the children, 
and thus to foster and develop, instead of discour- 
aging the burning desire for real knowledge. 

The system of tuition which has thus grown up 
is rightly called “ Object Teaching.” It aims to 
satisfy the craving of the child or youth for practi- 
cal information; it recognizes the important fact, 
that children are the most practical of beings, who 
refuse phrases, and demand constantly facts. 

« Object Teaching” did not originate in this coun- 


try; it has been practised in Europe in the best 
schools for many years ; but the most complete lit- 
erary aids have been furnished by American teach- 
ers and authors; and this from the reason that 
while common school education is universal in the 
United States, the great mass of our youth must 
turn early to trades and business pursuits, and 
have no. time, after they leave school, for the study 
of text-books. 

The principle of “ Object Teaching” is, therefore, 
peculiarly and admirably adapted to the practical, 
common-sense character of the American mind. It 
has been seized upon with avidity by parents and 
teachers: and its success is exemplified in the 
number of books which have been recently pub- 
lished, either directly relating to the subject, or in- 
volving the use of its principles. Suebpon in his 
“Manual of Elementary Instruction,” and _ his 
“ Model Lessons on Ob‘ects,’”? WELLs in his “ Graded 
Schools,” and Litrextua, & Wetcu in their “ Object 
Lessons,” and several other writers, have endea- 
vored to help the teacher to correct notions of 
“Object Teaching.”? But among the series of works 
bearing upon the subject those of Marcius Will- 
son, Ek. A. Calkins, and Worthington Hooker merit 
special mention. These works, published by Messrs. 
Harper & Brothers, and got up with great care and 
at a heavy cost, are furnished with many hundreds 
of wood engravings, executed in the best style of 
the art, and especially for the books in which they 
appear; they are admirably suited to the use of 
parents as well as teachers ; and they are graduated 
for the instruction of children of all ages. 

Dr. Hooker remarks, in the preface to one of 
his excellent series, the “ Child’s Book of Nature,” 
that “the inquisitive observation of children is 
commonly repressed, instead of being encouraged 
and guided. The chief reason for this unnatural 
course is, that parents and teachers are not in pos- 
session of the information which is needed for the 
guidance of children in the observation of Nature. 
They have not themselves been taught aright, and 
so they are not able to lead others aright. In their 
own education the observation of Nature has been 
almost entirely excluded, and they are therefore 
unprepared to teach a child in regard to the sim- 
plest natural phenomena.” He might justly have 
added that they have not even been taught to ob- 
serve. Most men see without perceiving, excepting 
in the case of those objects with which they are 
most intimately connected by business pursuits. 
Their children see more of all objects about them 
than their parents. How should the latter be able 
to guide and instruct this faculty of minute and 
intelligent observation, when they have themselves 
lost it? 

Now the excellence of these works of Hooker, 
Willson, and Calkins, and of others of the class 
consists in this, that they suggest to parents and 
teachers how to observe natural objects, how to 
call the attention of children to their qualities and 
parts, how to explain them, or cause them to ex- 
plain themselves. They make teaching what it 
ought to be, a pleasant pastime, rather than, what 
it too often is, the hopeless drudgery of a drill- 
master. This is especially true of the two ‘‘ Manuals 
of Instruction in Object Lessons,” by Professors 
Willson and Calkins, works which may be regarded 
as quite a boon to the anxious mother and to the 
conscientious teacher. 

Dr. Hooker’s series, beginning with the now well- 
known and well-approved “ Child’s Book of Nature,” 
and including a “ Natural History,” a “ First 
in Chemistry,” a Chemistry for more advanced pt 


| pils, and a “ Natural Philosophy,” and soon to be 
‘enriched by the addition of a carefully prepared 
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text-book of “ Geology and Mineralogy”—all fully 
and carefully illustrated—completes a library of 
School and Family Text Books which is without a 
rival. In Dr. Hooker’s, as in the others, the labors 
of the teacher or parent are lightened by judicious 
helps, hints, and suggestions; the instruction is 
conveyed in familiar language, and the aim is to 
satisfy the intelligent curiosity of the child or 
youth, and teach him to observe correctly and mi- 
nutely, and encourage him to investigate the mys- 
teries which surround him. Witli the help of these 
books, question-asking children need no longer be 
a “bore” and “bother,” and parents as well as 
teachers will find it an easy pleasure to gratify and 
encourage the questioners, whom now they too of- 
ten repress. 


GeRMAN ScHoot-Book LITERATURE IN THE WESTERN 
Srares.— Within the last ten years the number of 
Germans arriving in this country from Europe has 
amounted probably to one million. This large 
element of our population requires a special class 
of text-books in the German language, especially in 
the Western and Northwestern States, to which the 
stream of immigration so largely tends. Originally 
the only school-books in the German language used 
in the common schools of the Western States were 
some antiquated reprints of works used in Germany. 
Amongst them were, for instance, Bible Stories, with 
several hundred verses in Latin scattered here and 
there amidst the German text. And these works 
still remain in use in many schools. About ten 
years since, Mr. Conrad Witter, of St. Louis, Mo., 
perceiving the low state of German school-book 
literature, resolved to undertake its improvement. 
Accordingly, he published a Series of German 
Readers, which have since been extensively adopted 
throughout the West. But these Readers had one 
defect. They did not contain those fine pictorial 
illustrations which are in themselves useful lessons, 
and which so favorably distinguish the recent Eng- 
lish Readers. This defect was owing to the small 
sale of German books in this country, which did 
not warrant the expense of original engravings. 
For several years Mr. Witter endeavored to obtain 
the use of these cuts from other American pub- 
lishers, but in vain. Only Messrs. Mason & Bros., 
of New York, and Mr. H. Cowperthwait, of Phila- 
delphia, offered to allow him the use of such of 
their woodcuts as he might need, and he thereupon 
published a German Reader with 14 colored maps 
and 144 wood engravings. Thus far had his en- 
deavors to improve German school-book literature 
progressed, when Messrs. Harper & Brothers, of 
New York, upon the first request addressed to them 
by Mr. Witter, offered cheerfully to him the free 
use of all their woodcuts for the purpose of publish- 
ing illustrated school-books in the German lan- 
guage. This kind permission has enabled him 
now to publish a German Reader containing about 
three hundred superior wood engravings, and thus 
the German children of this country (and American 
children who wish to study German) are now for 
the first time enabled to enjoy those finely illus- 
trated lessons which have made our American 
Readers so attractive. 


A. S. Barnes & Borr, New York, announce re- 
vised editions of Prof. Davies’ University Arithmetic 
and of Prof. Porter’s “Principles of Chemistry.” 
The total amount of sales of Prof. Davies’ Mathe- 
matical Series is claimed to be larger than that of 
any similar series published in the world. The 
sales of the Eclectic Educational Series, published 
by Sargent, Wilson & Hinkle, Cincinnati, are re- 
ported by the firm as having, in 1863, reached the 
enormous amount of three millions of copies. The 
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|cireulation of the American Educational Series, 

issued by Ivison, Phinney, Blakeman & Co., New 
York, amounts to at least two and a half millions 
of copies per annum, and the larger number of the 
works are for advanced classes. The total money 
value of the sales of this last Series is over a million 
and a half of dollars. Over one million of copies of 
Town & Holbrook’s Progressive Series, published 
by Oliver Ellsworth, of Boston. are printed yearly. 
Do the annals of school-book literature in the Old 
World furnish a parallel to these facts ? 

Tue old firm of Crosby & Nichols has been dis- 
solved, and the wholesale department of the busi- 
ness will be conducted, for the future, under the 
firm of Crosby & Ainsworth. Mr. Ainsworth is well 
known to the book trade, as an upright, reliable 
and energetic basiness man.

The remainder of the sheet is filled with curious 
scraps about books and literature, among which are 
an account of the celebration of the tercentenary of 
Cervantes, on the 23d of April, 1863; the lately dis- 
covered poem by Cervantes, which has already been 
noticed in our Paris correspondence; a list of the 
printers of Salamanca, and their works, from A. D. 
1496 to 1598; some stringent regulations as to the 
censorship of the press, occasioned, it seems, by the 
publication of an irreligious and immoral romance, 
as a commentary upon which we observe in a suc- 
ceeding number an announcement of the completion 
of the translation of Paul de Kock’s works, and infer 
that the censorship has its moments of relaxation ;
